The gov ernor in his bu dget 
m essage also ask ed for stiff 
hik es in u niv ersity tu itions of 
as mu ch as 90 per cent at some 
schools. Peters said he hoped 


to cu t or delay the increase 
ask ed for Illinois. 
A spot check of other u niv er­ 
sity adm inistrators showed they 
intended to call on their repre­ 
sentativ es for aid in increasing 
their bu dgets. 
If they are su ccessfu l, Ogil­ 
v ie may be faced with a rev olt 
that cou ld easily spread to oth­ 
e r areas which were sharply 
cu t back in the bu dget, su ch as 
mental health.

The Lee Cou nty Board of Su ­ 
perv isors today passed a resolu ­ 
tion allowing the im plem enta­ 
tion of a m erit commission for 
the Sheriff’s depu ties. 
The m erit board will consist 
of fiv e members, appointed by 
the Sheriff, bu t approv ed by the 
Board of Su perv isors. 
The sy stem will be initiated 
in eight months, to allow the 
new sheriff the opportu nity to 
recommend the members. 
The new board will hav e the 
power of su bpoena, and will be 
empowered to mak e inv estiga­ 
tions 
concerning 
complaints 
against depu ties. It will also be 
responsible for regu lations re­ 
garding the hiring, firing and 
disciplining 
of 
depu ties. 
The 
chief depu ty is ex empt from its 
actions. 
Sheriff Jack Van M eter re­ 
q u ested the Board to designate 
two classes of employ es in the 
sheriff’s office. 
One wou ld be administrativ e, 
consisting of office help, jani­ 
tors and jailers. The other class 
wou ld consist of depu ties. 
This distinction wou ld mak e 
a difference in the training re­ 
q u ired of each grou p. At pres­ 
ent, all employ es of the Sheriff’s 
office are ex pected to receiv e 
depu ty training. 
This recommendation was re­ 
ferred to the m erit board for 
consideration. 
Irv in G. Koch, chairm an of 
the Nu rsing Home Committee, 
today gav e the Board an ex ­ 
planation of the problems faced 
by the ho me. 


Koch said the nu rsing care 
giv en at the home is praised 
by state inspectors, bu t that the 
facilities are so bad that the 
home is in danger of losing its 
license if some prov ision is not 
made for a new nu rsing home,

Cost of a new' nu rsing home 
wou ld ru n an av erage of $14 ,000 
a bed, and the committee was 
think ing of a 15 0-bed home.

‘‘They can’t afford the cost,”

“The av erage lot costs abou t 
$2,000 an acre,” Koch said.

Medal of Freedom. 
Smith, 57 , was fou nd in his 
su bu rban Virginia home dead of 
a gu nshot wou nd, 
apparently 
self-inflicted. 
A death 
certifi­ 
cate was ex pected to be issu ed 
today . 
His six presidents spanned 28 
ev entfu l y ears, from Frank lin 
D. 
Roosev elt ju st before the 
Pearl H arbor attack in 194 1, to 
Richard M. Nix on, who said of 
Smith: 
“ He was one of the 
great reporters of ou r tim e.” 
Smith won the Pu litzer Prize, 
American jou rnalism 's highest 
award, for his reporting of the

Those who believ e the rights 
of

citizens 
were 
clearly and p ermanently defined 
in 178 9 may he su rp rised by 
some of the p rop osals su bmitted 
for consideration by the Bill of 
Rights Committee. One, certain 
to attract both op p osition and 
su p p ort, wou ld inclu de among 
the “inherent and inalienable 
rights’’ of Illinois citizens the 
av ailability of adeq u ate nou rish­ 
ment, 
shelter, 
clothing 
and 
medical care. 
The massiv e social changes 
which hav e taken p lace since 
18 70, when the cu rrent Illinois 
constitu tion 
was 
written, 
are 
clearly rev ealed by the nu mber 


o f pro po sals which deal with lo ­ 
cal gov ernment. In 18 70, fu lly 
8 0 p er cent of the Illinois p op u ­ 
lation liv ed in ru ral areas. As 
a resu lt, the 18 70 state constitu ­ 
tion contains an entire article 
dealing 
with 
ru ral-onented 
cou nty gov ernments bu t scarce­ 
ly mentions mu nicip alities. The 
contemp orary 
constitu tional 
conv ention — working in an era 
when 85 p er cent of the state’s 
p op u lation liv es in u rban areas 
— mu st come to grip s with sev ­ 
eral dozen su ggestions for the 
imp rov ement of city and v illage 
gov ernment. Prop osals dealing 
with 
home 
ru le, 
contractu al 
agreements between local gov ­ 
ernmental u nits, the dev elop ­ 
ment of “new cities’’ and the 
nu mber of local u nits are in­ 
clu ded. 
Some of the least desirable 
effects of the u rban trend — 
those relating to p ollu tion and 
env ironmental q u ality — are al­ 
so the su bject of sev eral p rop os- 
als. One wou ld establish an “ en­ 
v ironmental 
bill 
of 
rights,” 
mandating the General Assem­ 
bly to take necessary measu res 
for the p rotection of citizens 
from 
“ chemical, 
biological, 
radiological, thermal, noise or 
other p ollu tion.” Citizens whose 
env ironmental rights are “ ad­ 
v ersely affected’’ wou ld be enti 
tied to administrativ e or ju di­ 
cial redress u nder this p lan. 
One of the most far-reaching 
p rop osals calls 
for a single­ 
chamber legislatu re. It wrou ld 
not only rep lace the cu rrent 
state Senate and Hou se, bu t also 
elect the gov ernor from among 
its own members. All electiv e 
state ex ecu tiv e offices wou ld be 
eliminated While this p rop osal 
is ou t of keep ing with the Amer­ 
ican tradition of p op u larly elect­ 
ed chief ex ecu tiv es, it bears a 
marked similarity to the parlia.- 
mentary sy stems u sed in many 
other Western democratic na­ 
tions. 
Altogether. 
the 
p rop osals 
seem to mix the old and new. 
Their character and that of the 
times is p erhap s best rev ealed 
in sections of a p rop osed consti­ 
tu tional p reamble. It illu strates 
the concerns of contemp orary 


so ciety In lines which reco g nize 
“ sp ecial obligations to p rotect 
the y ou ng, the ag*» d, the weak 
and the p oor’’ and y et conclu des 
with an historic statem ent of 
the p u rp oses of American gov ­ 
ernment: “ to establish ju stice, 
ensu re domestic tranq u ility , and 
secu re the blessing of liberty .” 
To select from the hu ndreds 
of p rop osals those which will 
best reflect the p op u lar will and 
meet modern needs while p re­ 
serv ing traditional v alu es de­ 
mands 
a 
monu mental 
effort. 
Making these difficu lt choices, 
su rely , is the essence of the 
constitu tional task.

books 
and 
the 
’nu mber’ of degrees of the fac­ 
u lty instead of ‘q u ality ’ teaching 
by dedicated lov ers 
of chil­ 
dren?” 
Howard is certainly correct, 
for most of y ou readers who 
attended high school and col­ 
lege, will rem em ber that y ou r 
best teachers were not neces­ 
sarily those with the most de­ 
grees. 
In fact, at the college lev el, 
the best teachers in the class­ 
room are often y ou ng instru c­ 
tors, not ev en holding 
a Ph.D

And if the teachers lov e kic 
dies and enjoy molding the liv es 
of teen-agers, they can do 
su p erlativ e job in grade and 
high school with no more than 
two y ears of college! 
The definition of a college 
u sed to be stated as: 
“Mark Hop kins on one end 
of a log and the stu dent on 
the other!” . 
A man or woman who tru ly 
likes children and has a mis 
sionary dev otion to p edagogy 
can be a far better teacher 
after bu t two y ears in a stand 


ard teacher’s college, than the 
u su al Ph.D. college p rofessor. 
Here's 
the 
logical 
ex p lana­ 
tion: 
The 
stu dent 
who 
chooses 
p edagogy as his career, thu s 
takes sp ecial cou rses in child 
and adolescent p sy chology , plu s 
other p ractical classroom top ­ 
ics. 
Bu t 
the Ph.D. 
may 
nev er 
hav e had ev en a single three- 
hou r cou rse in the entire field 
of teacher training. 
Yet if he wangles a Ph.D. 
from some notable u niv ersity , 
and has a letter of recommen 
dation from his dean or head 
of the dep artm ent, he will be 
Aired to teach at the college 
lev el, thou gh he nev er had 
single cou rse in pu blic speaking, 
edu cational p sy chology , etc.

Sho ckingly little no tice was giv en the 
real heart o f the Apnl 2 speech by Senate 
F'o reign Relatio ns Chairman J. W. Fu l- 
bright. It was o ne o f the mo st disrepu ­ 
table u tterances by any American in the 
last fo u r decades. 
Ev en as he derided the “o ld po wer 
po litics bro mides." inclu ding “ spheres o f 
influ ence.” he to ld u s No rth Vietnam is 
the “ paramo u nt po wer” in Indo china, 
that it has pro v ed its capacity to do m­ 
inate the who le o f it. that we and o ther 
o u tsiders hav e no bu siness “ co ntesting 
so mebo dy else’s” sphere o f influ ence. He 
meant Hano i's, o f co u rse. 
The senato r was caretu l to say he 
do es no t adv o cate a Co mmu nist-do minat­ 
ed Indo china bu t added, “ I merely pro ­ 
po se to accept it. if it arises fro m the 
lo cal po wer situ atio n, as so mething u n­ 
welco me bu t to lerable . . 
It is no t new that Fu lbright. like many 
ano ther American, thinks neither So u th 
Vietnam no r any o ther part o f Indo china 
has any strategic impo rtance fo r the 
United States. Bu t o n April 2 he went 
bey o nd: 
“ No r do es it m atter all that terribly 
to the inhabitants. At the risk o f being 
accu sed o f ev ery sin fro m racism to co m­ 
mu nism, I stress the irrelev ance o f ideo l­ 
o gy to po o r and backward po pu latio ns 
. . . what earthly difference do es it make 
to no madic tribes o r u nedu cated su bsist­ 
ence farmers in Vietnam o r Lao s o r the 
no rth o f Thialand whether they hav e a 
military dictato r, a ro y al prince o r a so ­ 
cialist co mmissar in so me distant capital 
that, they hav e nev er seen and may nev er 
ev en hav e heard o f?*' 
What these peo ple really need, he 
said, are go v ernments which will o ffer 
medical serv ices, edu catio n, fertilizer, 
high-y ield seeds and instru ctio n in ho w to 
u se them. 
No w, is that really ho w it is° 
Since o u r majo r entry into the war 
tn April. 19 65, war critics repeatedly hav e 
stressed the high » So u th Vietnamese army 
desertio n rate and the endu ring strength 
o f the indigeno u s Viet Co ng, 
Yet it is also a fact that as o f March 


31. 19 70, the o fficial co u nt o f So u th Viet­ 
nam ’s military dead was 103.9 80. 
It canno t be credible any where that 
these men hav e died in battle o r else­ 
where o nly becau se they were driv en to 
fight by a series o f wicked Saigo n go v ­ 
ernments (so me v ery shaky ) — o r an 
o v erbearing U.S. presence. Real, wide­ 
spread o ppo sitio n to Hano i’s do minance 
is u ndeniable. 
Abo u t 7 millio n o t the natio n's 17-18 
millio n peo ple reside, incidentally , in the 
cities. A bare 5 per cent are “ no madic 
tribes.” tho u gh they o ccu py 60 per cent 
o f the co u ntry ’s so il. 
Mo st o f the remaining millio ns are 
rice farmers, bu t these tend to be co n­ 
centrated in the rich delta belo w Saigo n, 
linked to that rich m arket by ro ads and 
an incredible co mplex o f canals, any ­ 
thing bu t o u t o f to u ch — particu larly 
since the spread o f the transisto r radio . 
Hano i's endless appeals fo r wider su p­ 
po rt hav e fallen mo stly o n deaf ears. 
Can any o ne tru ly beliiev e that, war- 
weary as they are. the So u th Vietnamese 
citizenry and army co u ld no t to pple the 
Saigo n go v ernment in a flo o d o f u nrest 
if they are as indifferent to their ru lers 
as Fu lbright say s — and want to end the 
lo ng drain o f blo o d0 
And who , by the way , is respo nsible 
fo r the lack o f medical serv ice, farm 
training and edu catio n o f which Fu l- 
bright co mplains9 Hano i and the VC 
hav e in a decade assassinated so me 25,* 
000 teachers, health and farm specialists, 
v illage chiefs. They are still at it. 
Fu lbright/s v iew — that Hano i is u n- 
cru shable — may be dead right. Bu t 
where, in the acceptance o f Red do mi­ 
nance is the idealism o v er “ Vietnamese 
liberatio n'’ 
which 
fired 
antiwar U.S. 
U.S. y o u th9 
No o ne has made 
so stro ng a plea fo r 
bo wing to “ paramo u nt po wer” since 19 38, 
when av iato r Charles Lindbergh to ld 
frightened westerners that Eu ro pe had 
better make terms with a Nazi Germany 
who se “ su perio r” air fo rce co u ld — if 
tested — do irreparable harm to Eu ro ­ 
pean lancls. 
Skills Saleable 


The eco no mists can't agree o n wheth­ 
er o r no t the natio n is entering a reces­ 
sio n. The o rdinary perso n has no su ch 
pro blem. 
A recessio n begins the day y o u are 
laid o ff fro m y o u r jo b. It tu rns into a de­ 
pressio n the day y o u r sav ings and u nem­ 
plo y ment benefits ru n o u t and y o u still 
hav en’t fo u nd ano ther jo b. 
In these terms, a recessio n has hit 
the aero space indu stry , especially in 
so u thern Califo rnia, where so mu ch o f it 
is centered. Co mpanies hav e been hit by 
cu tbacks in defense and space co ntracts 
and by a slackening o f o rders fo r civ ilian 
aircraft all at the same time. 
A ro u ndu p by the Lo s Angeles Times 
repo rts that McDo nnell Do u glas Co rp. 
laid o ff 15.000 wo rkers in 19 69 . No rth 
American Ro ckwell in El Segu ndo dis­ 
missed 17,000 wo rkers last y ear and an­ 
o ther 5.000 so far this y ear. No rthru p 
Co rp. o f Bev erly Hills has sliced 1,600 
wo rkers fro m its pay ro ll so far this y ear. 
The pictu re is no better elsewhere. 
Bo eing Co . o f Seattle has laid o ff 15,000; 
Gru mman Co rp. o f Bethpage. N.Y., plans 
to trim its wo rk fo rce by 5,000 by the end 
o f the y ear; since mid-19 69 abo u t 8.000 
emplo y es o f General Dy namics in Fo rt 
Wo rth. Tex ., hav e lo st their jo bs. 
The significant thing abo u t these lay ­ 
o ffs, ho wev er, is that it is no t the man 
with the lu nch pail who is being hardest 
hit bu t the man with the briefcase. Of 
tho se laid o ff by No rth American Ro ck­ 
well, fo r instance. 30 per cent were engi­ 
neers and 10 per cent were managers. 
Fo r the first time since the Depres­ 
sio n o f the 19 30s, highly trained men are 
walking the streets lo o king fo r jo bs and 
finding it ex ceedingly difficu lt to get 
them.

An ad placed by a no naero space firm 
in so u thern Califo rnia fo r a ju nio r indu s­ 
trial engineer drew 400 respo nses. “ It 
was a case o f generals apply ing to do a 
priv ate’s wo rk.” say s an ex ecu tiv e firm.

Po stgradu ate stu dents with do cto rate 
degrees are su ddenly a glu t o n the m ar­ 
ket. At a recent meeting at Bro wn Uni­ 
v ersity in Pro v idence. R.I., a panel o f 
edu cato rs fro m 11 u niv ersities pro no u nc­ 
ed the jo b fu tu re bleak fo r chemists with 
gradu ate degrees and called fo r a rebirth 
o f go v ernment interest (that is. spend­ 
ing) in science. 
It was no lo nger a seller’s market o n

ers were far fewer in nu mber than in the 
past and mu ch pickier abo u t who m they 
hired. The situ atio n will be wo rse this 
spring. 
We do no t. in this co u ntry , hav e a 
state-ru n eco no my . Bu t when the Presi­ 
dent catches co ld, millio ns sneeze. We 
hav e beco me so dependent u po n inflated 
defense and space spending that the ad­ 
ju stment to mo re balanced ex penditu res 
in tho se fields canno t help bu t cau se 
widespread repercu ssio ns. 
Meanwhile, fo r tho se who se highly 
specialized skills were the first to be­ 
co me su perflu o u s, it is already begin­ 
ning to lo o k like a depressio n.

Ordie Hogsett, our Extension 
safety specialist at th e Univer­ 
sity of Illinois, discussed pesti­ 
cide safety at th e special safety 
program last week sponsored by 
th e Holcomb Fire Department. 
Hogsett reported some results 
of studies of Dr. Norman Rose, 
Bureau of Hazardous substances 
and poison control, Illinois De­ 
partment of Public Health . 
Dr. Rose reports th at an an­ 
nual average of 11,567 ch ildren 
eat, or are contaminated with 
a h azardous substance. Medi­ 
cines account for 6,891 cases, 
and make up th e major portion 
of th is total. Ingestion of pesti­ 
cides declined from a h igh in 
1960 of 8 per cent to a low 
of 5.2 per cent in 1968. Most 
h azardous substances are found 
in h omes. 
If baits are used, use th em 
properly — out of reach of ch il­ 
dren, store woolens properly — 
in sealed containers if y ou use 
moth balls. Keep all pesticides 
and oth er h azardous substances 
(aspirin included) stored under 
lock and key .

Pastu ring woods doesn’t pay , 
say s M. T. Barlass, Lee Cou nty 
ex tension adv iser. Grazing ani­ 
mals lose. The woods lose. And 
in terms of env ironmental qu al­ 
ity and pu blic concern, ev ery ­ 
one loses. 
According to Cu lv er, U. of T. 
forester, the practice of grazing 
woods is inefficient. 
He said 
stu dies show 40 acres of sodded 
woods will 
y ield 
less 
forage 
than 4 acres of open pastu re. 
In one stu dy , steers grazing in 
an 
oak-hickory 
woods 
lost 
weight throu ghou t 
the 
su mmer 
— ev en at the low grazing in­ 
tensity lev el of one animal for 
ev ery ' six acres. 
In addition 
to less palatable 
forage, the risk of animal loss 
du e to poisonou s plants is high, 
Barlass adds 
Potentially trou ­ 
blesome plants inclu de jack-in- 
t. h e - p u l p i t , 
Du tchman’s

Grazing animals destroy seed­ 
lings and saplings. Trampling 
resu lts in soil compaction that 
redu ces the growth rate of larg­ 
er trees. Sharp hoov es in soft 
soil can cau se root wou nds that 
lead to root rot. 
Widespread grazing also de­ 
stroy s food and cov er plants 
that ou r wildlife need.
